St. Petersburg, May 2-—8 p. m.—Tihe 
Associated Press has obtained from the 
general etaff am outline of the operations 
on the Yalu river during the past week. 
The Russian force, including the re- 
serves, were composed of General Kash- 
talinsky’s rifie division, General Mist- 
chenko’s Cossack outposts and a brigade 
of artillery, the whole under General 
Sassulitch. Knowledge of geography is 
essential to a clear understanding. The 
Russian lines were at Kulien-Cheng (or 
Turen Chen), opposite Wiju and An- 
tung, both on the Feng-Wang-Cheng 
road. A mile north of Kulien-Cheng lies 
the village of Potietinsky, a tributary of 


the Litgaven, 5 miles up which is Chin-s 


Gow. On the opposite bank of the tribu- 
tary igs the village of Litzavena. Opposite 
Potietinsky stands Housan, with a dom- 
inating height. Still higher, on the right 


of the Yalu, is the vilage of Ambikhe, at-. 


the influence of Apike. The whole course 
of the Yalu between AmbDikhe and An- 
tung is divided by islands. the largest 
Somafinda, facing Kulien-Cheng.

The’ Japanese prepared for crossing the 
river by posting all their available guns, 
of which the Russians say the Japanese 
had five times more than they, along the 
line facing Kullen-Cheng and Antung, 
and also landed from their warships 47 
guns, This array of artillery eventually 
made Kullen-Cheng untenable. 


Storming of the Heights. 

Under cover of powerful batteries north 
of Sindlagow, the Japanese crossed te 
Housan, occupying the height. As the 
fatter position would have enabled them 
to direct a raking fire against the Rus- 
sians at Kulien-Cheng, General Sassu- 
litch ordered it to be retaken Friday. 
This was done, but on Saturday the Jap- 
anese, under cover of batteries, reoccu- 
pied it, the defenders falling back across 
the Titzavena and ¢ontinued the fight 
with the Japanese, who were attempting 
to fank them from Chin-Gow. The Rus- 
sian force at Antung and Kulien-Cheng 
had meanwhile retreated to its second 
line, a few miles westward. The whole 
Russian force engaged yesterday formed a 
semi-circle, the horns of which were be- 
ing gradually drawn in preparatory to 
retiring to a position further west. This 
was the situation when the last Russian 
cfficial reports were sent. 

A. member of the staff informed the cor- 
rengpondent of the Associated Press that 
the issue ultimately turned probably upon 
whether the order to withdraw was given 
at.the proper time. A slight delay at a 
critical moment might have enabled the 
enemy’s vastly superior artillery to con- 
centrate on the Russian guns, killing 
horses and gunners and compelling the 
abandonment of the guns. But, if so, 
the Russian plans will not be changed 
by accidenta] loss. General Sassulitch 
would continue his retreat, contesting 
stubbornly a possible Japanese advance 
along the Feng Wang Cheng road, which 
runs through a hilly country, crowned 
with heights and excellently suited to 
Russian tactics. 


Strikes in Chicago. 


Chicago, May 2.—Three strikes and one 
lockout became_effective here today, and 
in conseqmence 6,200 wage earners are 
idle. Picture frame makers employed in 
six factories, to the number of 1,700 
etruck, and 4,000 boot and shoe makers, 
employees of ten manufacturers, were 
locked out. Nine baking concerns were 
tied up by a strike.

GENERAL SASSULITCH 
BLAMED FOR FIGHTING 


If He Survives His Wounds He May 
Be Courmartialed for Making 
Such a Strenuous Stand. 
Rugsia Shuts Down 
on News. 


St. Petersburg, May 3.—The interest of 
the public in the news of the fighting on 
the Yalu is at fever heat, especially 
since the last official report announcing 
the fighting at Chin Gow was given out. 
To add to the general disappointment 
no further telegrams from Genera] Ku- 
ropatkin have been published by the war 
commission, nor will the censor show 
press dispatches wired from the front. 

The absence of news led to circula- 
tion of many rumors. For instance, it 
Was reported that General Sassulitch, if 
he survives his wounds, 
Heved of his command and court-mar- 
tlaled for making a too strenuous stand 
on the right bank of the Yalu. As a mat- 
ter of fact, while the war office is sur- 
prised at the resistance made by General 
Sassuljtch, a telegrain from General Ku- 
ropatikin to the emperor on April 26 
announced that Sassulitch, in view of

UNITED STATES CONSUL 
TO PROCEED TO ANTUNG 
Shanghai, May 2.—As a result of the 
occupation of Antung by the Japanese, 
United States Consul James W. David- 
son, who has been assigned to Antung, 
probably will proceed to his post imme- 
diately. Mr. Davidson had been granted 
an exequatur by the Chinese govern- 
ment, but the Russians having occupied 
and fortified Antung, he thought it in- 
advisable for him to proceed there. 
Japanese authorities have indicated that 
they have no objection to Mr. Davidson's 
going to Antung at once.

When it was learned that Mr. Davidson 
and the other American consuls assigned 
to posts in Manchuria could not proceed 
to their respective places because of the 
war, the state department decided to 
find temporary employment for them in 
the Far East and it was announced 
from Washington on April 8 that Mr. 
Davidson would be sent to Niuchwang to 
serve as assistant to Mr. Miller, the con- 
sul at that place. 


JAPANESE FLEET FIGHTS 
RUSSIAN LAND BATTERIES 
London, May 2.—The Japanese legation 
fave out today an official dispatch from 
the admiralty at Tokio, reporting an en- 
gagement between Japanese warships on 
the Yalu and Russian :hore batteries. It 
reads as follows: 
The captain of the gunboat Maya reports 
that a flotilla consisting of the gunboats 
Maya and Uji and some torpedo boats as- 
cended the Yalu May !, bombarding the 
enemy. While they -were returning the 
enemy's aftillery suddenly attacked the 
torpedo boats. The latter silenced the 
enemy after a severe engagement lasting 
30 minutes and the flotilla all returned to 
Yongampo. There were no casualties. 
Our armed launches reached An-Tung 
the same morning and repulsed the ene- 
my’s infantry and artillery after 30 min- 
utes of sharp fighting. Fire was seen 
rising from the town, and a native says 
the enemy fled from ‘An- -Tung after set- 
ting fire to it. 


BIG PEACH CROP PREDICTED. 


Leading Grower Estimates Very Suc- 
cessful Yesr. 

Hartford, Conn., May 2.—J. H. Hale, of 
South Glastonbury, the “peach king” of 
New England and Georgia, says that the 
peach situation of this state is more 
favorable than it was some time ago, but 
estimates that the averge crop for Con- 
necticut will be small. He reports that 
Georgia will produce a record breaking 
crop this year. and that within six 
weeks 6,000 car loads will he shipped out 
of Georgia.

Managed To Escape, 


By Reason of Dense Fog the Squad- 
ron Eluded the Pursuing Jap- 
anese Ships and Succeeded 
in Returning to Port 
Unharmed. 


Tokio, May 2.—Noon.—Vice Admiral 
Kamimura, who is in command against 
Viadivostok has sent in a report from 
Gensan, Korea, in which he said that an 
impenetrable fog twice forced the aban- 
donment of the attack on Vladivostok 
and twice saved the Russian squadron. 
Admiral Kamimura was steaming north 
the first time he passed the Russian squad- 
ron bound gouth on the raid to Gensan, 
which resulted in the sinking of the Jap- 
anese merchant steamer Gayo maru and 
the transport Kinshiu maru. The Japa- 
nese and the Russian squadrons must 
have passed very close to each other, for 
the Japanese were conscious of the pres- 
ence of the enemy. 

When Kamimura was compiled to sus- 
pend his attack upon Viadivostok he 
moved to the southward and again pass- 
ed the Russians on their wey! north after 
the Gensan raid. 

As soon as Kamimura returned to the 
Korean coast he searned that the Kin- 
shiu mura was missing and immediately 
returned to the north to search for it, 
He found three woats belonging to the 
xinshiu maru floating at sea. He then de- 
tached some cruisers from his. squadron 
and ordered them to search certain inlets 
in the vicinity of Naniwa. These vessels 
igcovered some Russian mines at Izumi 
and exploded them.

Czar's Troops Seemed Utterly 
Unable To Stop Rush of 
Mikado’s Men, 


Tokio, May 2.—After the Japanese vtar- 
ried the line of hills extending from 
Chiu-Tien-Cheng to Yoshoka, on the 
right bank of the Iho river yesterday, 
the Russians made a second stand ona 
hill northwest of Chiu-Tien-Cheng, but 
they began retreating at ten minutes be- 
fore 2 o’clock in the afternoon. 

The Twelfth Japanese division advanc- 
ed toward Tahlang-Fang, which is due 
west of the village of Makao, the divis- 
fon. of the imperial guards advanced 
over the main road to Liao-Yang, which 
runs in a westerly direction from the 
Yalu river. At 6 o'clock yesterday even- 
ing,. the Japanese army held a line ex- 
tending from An-Tung northwesterly to 
Laukuku and running from there in a 
northwesterly direction to Mishukua. At 
Hamatin, where the Iho river makes its 
first bend to the west, the Japanese 
sueceeded in enveloping the Russians on 
three sides. 

At this place after sharp fighting at 
close range, the Japanese captured twen- 
ty Russian guns with their horses, car- 
riages and ammunition, an@ more than 
20 officers and many men. The Russian 
troops at Hamatin retreated toward 
Feng-Huan-Cheng. A Russian officer 
who was taken prisoner, said that the 
effect of the Japanese artillery fire on 
Saturday and Sunday was cnormous.

Tokio, May 2.—10 a. m.—Admiral Hos- 
Oya reports that Commander Nakagawa 
of the Japanese gunboat flotilla, has 
communicated with him as follows 

The detachment started at half pest 9 
on Sunday morning. It went up the 
Yalu river as far as practicable. The 
gunboat Maya bombarded Antushan and 
Ujib. It also bombarded Liu-Dong-Kau 
and vicinity. The torpedo boat flotilla 
proceeded to Sudong-Kau and bombarded 
that place. Returning it was suddenly 
attacked by the enemy from the hills 
northeast of Antushan, It returned the 
fire and silenced the enemy in 30 min- 
utes. It then returned to Yongahmpo at 
half past !t; There were no casualties. 

Armed steamers at !0 o’clock Saturday 
night bombarded Sudong-Kau for 30 min- 
utes. The enemy replied to this fire. 

At half past 9 Sunday morning these 
steamers exchanged fire with the enemy’s 
infantry and artiulery for 35 minutes. 
The enemy was dispersed. 

An Tung was seen to be burning. Na- 
tives say that the enemy set it on fire 
and retreated.

This Japanese victory was 
achieved after five days of fight- 
ing in which the losses on both 
sides were heavy. The killed and 
wounded are. variously estimated. 
Some accounts place the Russian 
loss in killed alone at 1,500, while 
the Japanese death roll, it is said, 
will reach 1,000. 

.According to ‘eye-witnesses of 
the engagements, who reached 
here this afternoon on a dispatch 
boat, the fighting was of the most 
determined character, the Rus- 
sians at many points making a 
brave resistance, but in the end 
being compelled to give way be- 
fore the daring of the Japanese. 
JAPS ON OFFENSIVE

The Japanese were in every ia- 
stance on the aggressive, the Rus- 
sians fighting behind intrench- 
ments. That the Japanese did 
not lose more heavily is due to 
the terrible effectiveness of their 
artillery fire, which demoralized 
the Russians and also to the skill 
shown by the Japanese generals 
in ordering flank movements.

PICKED OFF THE OFFICERS 

The Japanese sharpshooters 
also did most effective work, 
picking off scores of Russian of-. 
ficers whose brilliant uniforms 
rendered them conspicuous tar- 
gets. Among the Russian officers 
wounded were Generals Sassu- 
litch and Kashtalinsky, who were 
in command along the line of the 
Yalu. Both of these officers were 
shot by Japanese sharpshooters 
while attempting to rally their 
men.

Baron Hayashi Talks in Regard 
to Future Operations 


et 


He Says That the Mikado’s Forces 
Will Immediately Move on the 
 ‘Retreating Russians—Admits 

That the Russians 
Fight Well. 


London, May 2.—Baron Hayashi, the 


Japanese minister here, who has been 


the recipient of numerous telegrams 
of congratulation upon the Japanes® suc- 
cesses on the Yalu and especially on the 
result of the first serious fighting, said 
to The Associated Press today: 

“The immediate result of General 
Kuroki's success will probably be a move- 
ment on Feng Huan Cheng, which the 
Chinese have fortified with their usual 
brick structures, 

“Tl understand, though I cannot vouch 
for the absolute accuracy of the state- 
ment, that Russia had only one hundred 
guns in Manchuria. If that is the case, 
her artillery strength hag been diminish- 


ed almost one-third. 
Russians Fight Well. 


“They fight well, these Russians, and 
Feng Huan Cheng will not be taken with- 
out a hard struggle unless Genera] Kuro- 
patkin a@gain changes his plan of cam- 
paign. The announcement that the Rus- 
sians would not contest the crossing of 
the Yalu has proved, as we thought, to 
be misleading. Thirty thousand men is 
far too large a body for any genera! to 
leave in the face of the enemy if it were 
merely intended to hamper his move- 
ments. Kuropatkin evidently meant to 
make a determined resigtance, but he 
either underestimated our strength or 
disposed his forces in the belief that we 
would not venture a frontal attack 

“I take it from the dispatches received 
that we have now practically securea 
control of both banks of the Yalu.” In 
consequence, our base will probably be 
moved to Antung.” 

Reviewing the 
struggle that has just commenced in such 
deadly earnest, the ‘baron said: 

“The duration of the war must lie 
rather with Russia than with Japan. For 
the moment the military advantage is 
with us, for Kuropatkin has extended his 
front, and we can strike where and when 
we will. 

General Kuroki, himself, probably can- 
not say at this moment exactly what 
point our aggression will be changed into 
defensive. Kuropatkin wil] not, I be- 
lieve, undertake to drive us back until 
he has 300,000 men ready to take the 
field. I think what that means ts at 
least 5 per cent of that force will die 
from sickness, so that to keep his force 
at the maximum required, Kuropatkin 
will always have to be transporting 
eng from St. Petersburg—no smal] 


Russia Ig Crippled. 

“With double tracks and no m 
mnnitons of war to transport, sine veins 
lem of feeding the Russian population 
and army now in Manchurta would be in 
itself intensely serious, but with a single 
track road, which is Russia's only vital 
sinew, it seems almost impossible, and 
ne, Seeeete inevitable.

“To help us sit down and wait all these 
contingencies, we are working day and 
night on the Korean railroad and by Oc- 
tober the unfinished portions of the road 
between Fusan and Seoy] will be coOm- 
pleted and a new line from Seoul to Wiju 
will also be ready. Locomotives are 
coming from the United States and as 
soon as these arrive we will have a strong 
and rapid line of communication through 
al] Korea. 

“As regards Pore Arthur and Viadivo- 
stok tke situation ig somewhat different, 
I cannot say anything about the move. 
ments of our old armies that have been 
mobolized, but there is no doubt that the 
Idao Tung peninsula will be cut off from 
supplies if any success attends our land 
forces. Neither Port Arthur nor Viadivo- 
stok can be taken from the sea front, but 
I think you will find Port Arthur either 
taken by our land forces or starved out 
by September. 

“Vice Admiral Togo doubtlees will re- 
main on watch outside Port Arthur. By 
September, when the hurricahe season 
comes, he should be able to safely house 
hig fleet in a Japanese port, No fleet, 
Russian or Japanese, could be very ef- 
fective then,’’ 

Referring to the long pertod which 
elapsed between the declaration of war 
— the land fighting, Minister Hayagh! 

“That waiting, which taxed the pa- 
tience of the rest of the world, has been 
a Dusy and exciting time for us. Our 
troops have been continually marching 
and working, with the intention of etrik- 
ing the blow which would initiate the 
campaign in Manchuria. 

“I don’t think our morale has been 
in any way affected by which is so er- 
roneously described as a period of inac- 
tion. General Kuroki may, even by his 
own countrymen, be thought to be ra- 
ther slow, but it is better to be sure.’”’

hold on account of its strategic 
value. At Antung the fragments 
of the Russian army which had 
been driven from position after 
position, rallied and, urged by the 
officers, prepared to stay the ad- 
vance of the Japanese. 


DEATH-DEALING FIRE 
POURED ON RUSSIANS 


The Japanese advanced on An- 
tung from three sides. On every 
point of vantage they planted 
their batteries and at a given sig- 


nal fire from many guns was 


opened on the demoralized Rus- 
sians. The precision of the Japa- 
nese fire was marvelous and the 
execution done was appalling. 
Entire companies of Russians 
melted away -under the rain of 
shells. After‘an hour of this can- 
nonading, the Russians broke and 


fled by the only avenue of escape | 
left to them. Had they delayed | 


their flight an hour longer they 
would have been surrounded and 
either annihilated or forced to 
surrender, as a Japanese column 
was hastening to close the line of 
retreat. 

As the Russjans fled from An- 
tung they ushd the torch and the 
Japanese entered the city to find 
it in flames. 


COUNTRY IS LITTERED 
WITH THE RUSSIAN GUNS 


From the Yalu to Antung the 
country is strewn with the imped- 
iments of the Russian army. The 
ground is strewn with guns, stan- 
dards, knapsacks, -dead horses 
and dead men. 

Among the trophies taken by 


the Japanese are 28 cannon, many~ 


of them quick-firing. So swiftly 
did the Japanese advance that 
some of these guns were captured 
before they could be fired. 


CAPTURED GUNS TURNED 
ON THE FLEEING RUSSIANS 


In many instances the Japa- 
nese turned the captured guns on 


the retreating Russians and did 


terrible execution. 

As a result of the fighting the 
Japanese have gained control of 
the estuary of the Yah and have 
placed Port Arthur in such a po- 
sition that its falkis only a mat- 
ter of a short time.

RUSSIANS LOSE 
“KEY TOTHE YAL 


Forced To Relire by the Fir 
af Japanese Artillery, 


No Confirmation Received at St. 
Petersburg of Loss of Machine 
Guns and Wounding of Gen- 

erale—Russian Retreat 
To Continue. 


St. Petersburg, May 2.—At 2:30 this 
afternoon the Associated Press was in- 
formed that beyond the fact of the re- 
treat of the Russians before the over 
whelming superiority of the Japanese on 
the Yalu river, no details have been re- 
ceived since the report of General Sas- 
sulitch, commander of the second Si- 
berian army corps, yesterday, of the re- 
tirement from Kulien Cheng to Antung, 

It is quite possible that thy loss on 
both sideg in the week’s fighting may 
reach the figures given by the Japanese 
as the reserves were not brought up to 
Support the Russian position at Kulien 
Cheng, where the fighting was heaviest. 
The Russians made a special effort to 
hold as long as possible the heights of 
Cho San, on an island opposite Kulien 
Cheng, whence their guns commanded a 
considerable stretch of river to the south, 
but a@& Japanese battery on a hill at 
Wiju dominated the position, which the 
Russians eventually were forced to. re- 
linquish, thus losing the key to the river 
The desperate character of the struggle 
there may have been due to the neces- 
sity for gaining time for the withdrawal 
of the Russian detachments above and 
below. 


_ Reported Capture of Guns. 

General Sassulitch was in command of 
the entire force on the Yalu, which ex- 
tended along a front of over 30 miles, 
with reserve supports !5 miles back. 
The whole, aceording to the best in- 
formation obtainable did not exceed 17,- 
000 men. What was the actual force 
engaged is not known at present, though 
probably it was not more than 5,000 
men, 

No confirmation has yet been received 
of the reported capture of twenty-eight 
Russian quick-firing guns, or of the 
wounding of General Sassulitch and Gen- 
eral Kashtalinsky, the latter {in com- 
mand of the third division East Sibe- 
rian troops at the Yalu river, or the 
burning of An Tung. It ig confirmed 
that a village of thatched huts was set 
on fire by a shel. | 

The statement fhat the Russians have 
fallen back so far as Feng Wang Cheng 
is declared t6 be untrue. Tha advance 
has retired and will continued to retire 
before the main army of the enemy, ac- 
cording ta the Russian programme, but 
it will keep In constant touch with the 
enemy and skirmishing of a more or less 
serious character is expected as General 
Kuroki advances. This 1s considered ab- 
solutely necessary in order to always 
know exactly where the main army of 
the enemy Is. 


Purpose of Kuroki. 

The general staff believes General Ku- 
roki’s forward march on Feng Wang 
Cheng will be accompanied by landings 
at Tatung Kau at the head of Korea 
bay, and not far from the mouth of the 
Yalu river and other places along the 
coast as far as Taku Shan, under the 
protection of warships. These troops 
can keep in touch with General] Kuroki’s 
left wing. It might also be easter to get 
up a portion of the guns from places 
down the coast than drag them all*up 
the mountains toward Toitin pass, from 
the Yalu. The Japanese are expected to 
try to turn the Russian position at Feng 
Wang Cheng. 

At the army headquarters here there is 
not the slightest evidence that the Rus- 
sians consider they ‘have received a re- 
verse. A crossing of the Yalu by the 
Japanese was taken as a matter of 
course and as part of the programme. 

It is the subject of general remark 
here that the Japanese on crossing the 
Yalu adopted almost identically the tac- 
tics they followed during the Chino- 
Japanese war, forcing the passage at the 
exact place they did in 1[895. 


Canadian Firm Fails. 


Toronto, Ont, May 2.—The wholesale 
tobacco firm of W.'B. Reed has called a 
meeting of its creditors. The liabilitias 
are said to be considerably over $100,000 
and the American Tobacco Company is 
said to be the heaviest creditor. It is 
expected a compromise will be effected.

CAVE NU CAUSE 
FOR RASH AUT 


Fritz Lucas, of Athens, Slew 
Himself Yesterday, 


Failing in His First Attempt, the 
Determined Man Turned Over 
and, with a Small Pistol, 

Put a Bullet Through 
His Brain. 


Athens, Ga., May 2.—(Special.)—By twu 


Lucas, a well-known young man of this 
city, and a member of one of the oldest 
families in Athens, ended his life this 
morning at 2 o’clock at the home of his 
wife, 6 miles from this city at Melville 
Manor, Jackson county. 

Mr. Lucas and his wife had been sepa- 
ra%ai for severa] months, and he had been 
living in Athens. It is said that they 
had about agreed to live together again. 
At the time of the suicide, Mrs. Lucas 
was in Atlanta, where she received the 
news this morning: by wire. She came 


home immediately. 

Yesterday: afternoon Iucas and two 
Rufe Thornton and George 
Burch went out to Melville Manor to 
spend the night... While out there they 
spent the evening ‘ergely ia playing pool. 
Lucas was drinking seme when he left 
the city. 

About half past twelve o’ clock this 
morning he sat down to a table in the 
room and began writing letters. His two 
companions were sitting in the room 
smoking cigars. Burch got up and went 
into an adjoining room to wash his hands, 
and just then Lucas turned and tossed 
two letters to Thornton, asking him to 
give them to his mother and his wife. 
Then quick as a flash he jerked a revolver 
out of his pocket, pressed it to his left 
breast and pulled the trigger. There 
was a sharp report, and Lucas pitched 
forward from the chair with a stream of 
blood spouting from an awful wound. 

Missed His Heart. 

ws companions rushed tp his side, and 
at first thought that he was dead, but 
on closer examination saw that the bullet 
had. missed the heart. In a few moments 
Lucas regained consciousness, 
regret that he had not killed himself. 

Thornton came to Athens for a physi- 
cian as rapidly as a horse would bring 
him, and Burch stayed there to look 
after. the wounded man. An old negro 
woman, who cooks at the place was 
brought in to help wait on Lucas. 

Lucas was perfectly conscious, but had 
little to say to either of Te persons in 
the room. A little before 2 o’clock Burch 
stepped out of the room, and as soon 
as he was out of sight Lucas asked the 
negro woman to turn him over. She did 
so, awd then he totd her to get out of his 
way if she didn’t want to get shot, 

Tries Another Pistol. 

Before she could give the alarm he 
snatched a smal] pistol out of his hip 
pocket and blew a hole through his head, 
the ball entering the right temple and 
passing through the brain. In a few min- 
utes after the firing of this shot Thornton 
arrived with Dr. Goss, who had driven 
through the couniry as rapidly as possi- 
ble to get to his side. An examination 
showed that the man was dead. 

The letter left by Luces to his mother 
was short, but affectionate. He said 
nothing about killing himself, simply said 
goodby, and sent kisses to her and the 
children. The letter to his wife was 
turned over to her on her arrival from 
‘Atlanta, but it cv.wained nothing that 
would throw any light on his rash act. 

Some of Lucas’ friends say that he had 
been morose for the past week, and that 
he had evidently contemplated taking this 
step for several days. He has been work- 
ing at Eppes-Wilkins’. establishment, in 
this city, and Saturday had lost his job 
there. This, it is thought, added to the 
disturbed state of his mind.

Mr. Williams read the 
plank which Mr. Littlefeld—following 
the lead of such organs as The New 
York Press—had misinterpreted, and 
bad no difficulty in showing that it 
did not mean the removal of trusts 
from federal control, where they af- 


fected interstate commerce, but sim-- 


ply called for state control also in the 
interests of the people. In short, the 
New York platform declares for state 
control in commonwealths where they 
Make themselves obnoxious in con- 
nection with the control called for 
by the anti-trust law which the repub- 
licans are allowing to repose on the 
statuté books, save where individuals 
are moved to bring suit against the 
trusts. 

With respect to the practice of the 
protected interests of selling their 
products abroad at lower prices than 
our own people are compelled to pay, 
Littlefield was cornered in such a 
way that he was compelled to commit 
his party to the declaration § that 
there should be a change in the tar- 
iff wherever and whenever, by reason 
of the tariff, an American manufac- 
turer is able to sell abroad cheaper 
than he sells at home. 

In short, so far as the real issues 
are concerned, the democrats have 
been able, in spite of the brute ma- 
jority in congress, to place themselves 
in a commanding position.

The Ethics of Authorship. 

The case of Mrs. Wiggs, of the 
Cabbage Patch, to which reference 
was made yesterday, brings up for dis- 


cussion certain moral responsibilities 
that attach to authorship. 


For in- 
stance, it is a question whether an 
author has the right to draw his 


| characters so closely and photographi- 


cally to real life as to enable the pub- 
lic to identify the individual who un- 
consciously sat for the portrait. It is 
not only a mistake in what is called 
art, but it is a violation of the ethics 
which should be the guide of those 
who furnish the world with: fiction, 
and in this matter the humblest per- 
son alive has as many rights as the 
highest. 

We have no idea that Mrs. Bass, 
of Louisville, bears any great resem- 
blance to Mrs. Wiggs, of the book. 
The mistake that was made in her 
case—a mistake tbat has been fatal 
to her comfort and peace of mind— 
is that her name has been mentioned 
as the heroine of the book. If she 
sat for the portrait, she did so uncon- 
sciously, and the veil of obscurity 
behind which her personality was 
hid should never have been drawn 
aside. The author found Mrs. Bass 
in obscurity, and there Mrs. Bass 
should have been left, no matter how 
pressing the exigencies demanding 
the exploitation of the book. 

The little volume that tells of 
the humble cabbage patch and the 
people in its neighborhood has been 
a great boon to the public. It has 
added in a modest way to the gay: 
ety of the nation, and it has been 
very helpful to humanity in hinting at 
a very large truth—namely that the 
real. benefactors of the unfortunate in 
this. thoughtless world of ours are 
the: poor who are neighbors to them. 
We have no doubt that Mrs. Bass 
answers to this description, as du 


thousands of women in her circum-. 


stances, and with that the author 
should have been content. The good 
woman should have been left in the 
obscurity which she, in common with 
a majority of the really good people, 
cherishes. 

The identification of a living in- 
dividual with a character in fiction is 
not only a sign of clumsy art, but it 
often leads to great unhappiness. 
Leigh Hunt was identified with Har- 
old Skimpole, in one of the novels 
of Charles Dickens, artd the fact was 
a source of great grief to that gen- 
improvident soul. There 
have been other instances of the 
sort, but none of them are justified by 
the demands of fiction; and in one 
case, where a whole community was 
held up to ridicule in a book called 
“Cape Cod Folks,” damages were 
sought and obtained. 

But the public is no less to blame 
in the matter than the authors, who 
are moved by some strange impulse 
to justify their creations by advertis- 
ing the originals. 
books with the greatest delight are, 
unfortunately, those who, without mal- 
ice aforethought, make the lives of 
authors and individuals who have the 
misfortune to be identified with fic- 
tive characters completely miserable. 
In itself, the intention of the public 
is kindly; it is.seeking to pay a trib- 
ute to authorship and character-draw- 
ing, and it must be admitted that 
there are authors who like it; but 
there are others who are made misera-

Under the constitution of 1868 these 
officers were appointed by the governor, 
with the advice and consent of the sen- 
ato, and, under this plan, the state never 
had @ more upright, independent and 
able judiciary. Let us return to that 
plan. The people elect the governor and 
the senate, and when the appointment of 
such officers must be made upon the 
scrutiny of these chosen servants of the 
people, no serious harm could result. 

No judge of the supreme court or of 
the circuit courts, or any solicitor gen- 
eral of the state should be compelled to 
secure his election as the resut of per- 
sonal and political debauchery, shock- 
ing alike to the orderly methods of jus- 
tice in the courts, and to the public con- 
| acience., 

There are some conditions too power- 
ful for human nature, and recent ob- 
servation shows that an elective judi- 
ciary involves some phases of human 
weakness for whith temptation should 
be speedily removed. 

An independent and a pure administra- 
tion of the laws is the hope of personal 
liberty and justice, and when this is lost 
to the people the great safeguard of all

Modern Dancing and the Scriptures. 

Editor Constitution: In The Constitu- 
tion of Friday, Mr. W. E Wimpy takes 
direct issues with Rev. Mr. Barnard upon 
the question of the modern dance, and 
makes an effort to bring the scriptures to 
the support of the dance 4s it is now 
carried on. 

It is rather late in the day for any 
one to rise up in defense of this worldly 
institution, engaged in and run exclusive- 
ly by worldly minded people, but it is a 
matter of surprise that any one should 
go so far as to seek to make the word of 
God favor the dance. Many scriptures 
are quoted by this gentleman, but he 
strangely enough overlooks two very im- 
portant facts about the dancing of which 
the Bible speaks: 

First, the dancing mentioned in the 
Bible generally was a religious exercise. 
So we find Miriam, the prophetess, taking 
a timbre] in her hands, and going forth 
with other good women, with a religious 
hymn, “Sing ye to the Lord, for he hath 
triumphed gloriously,’’ etc. 

So in Psalms 149:3, “Let them praise 
nis name in the dae.” 

And again, in the case of David, when 
he danced. What were the facts? The 
ark of the Lord had been brought into 
the city of David, and the whole house of 
Israel shouted for joy, and David, be- 
cause of his great joy, leaped and danced 
before the Lord. 

How entirely unlike the dancing of the 
present day! "Whoever heard of worldly 
dancers of modern times dancing before 
the Lord for religious joy and with sacred 
hymns? So far from dancing after this 
fashion, anything like ‘religion is entirely 
foreign to their aancing, for the whole 
spirit of the occasion is irreligious, if not 
anti-religious. Suppose some one should 
propose to open the ball with prayer. He 
would be ridiculed, or, if the prayer was 
offered, the dance would be broken up. 
Nothing can be mgnt when prayer is out 
of place. 

And then, who 1s it that dance? The 
pious, the most religious people in the 
churches? Far from it. These not only 
do noé @dance—they don’t want to dance. 
It is a good dea: like what the bishop 
of the Eipisaqopa! church said when a 
young lady came to him with the in- 
quiry, “bishop, Is ft wrong for a Chris- 
tian to dance?’ His reply was .to the 
point, -and is worth considering; “My 
a@aughter, {a Christian don’t want to 
dance.” And this is just what vital reli- 
gion does for a true believer. It places 
him where he don’t want to dance, play 
ecards, or attend theaters, for it creates 
in him a distaste for all such cursed 
ag en the dancing of the Bible, 
which some superficial readers seem to 
think favors modern dancing, {s entirely 
unlike this latter day pastime, in that 
the sexes always danced apart. Men and 
women did not dance together. This is 
the kind of dancing David did, by him- 
telf, and the same was true when Miriam 
danced with the other women... There 
was no general mix up of the two sexes 
in close contact, which makes present 
day dancing so objectionable, outside of 
any religious considerations. 

Suppose dancers of the present day. 
school adopt the scripture way of danc 
ing—use it religiously, and keep the two 
sexes apart. How many dancers would 
there be? It would be the death blow 
to modern dancing. For herein is ‘its 
infatuation—it allows liberties between 
the two sexes which are tolerated nowhere 
else, liberties which arerespronsible, and 
which should not for one moment be al- 
lowed in polite society. 

When people quote the Bible in favor 
of dancing, let them be fair enough to 
state the whole case, and give the real 
facts about the matter. Then will we 
abide the decision of the scriptures. But 
not otherwise. : 

This is not the place to enter at large 
upon a discussion of the dance as it is 
But two things should be further said: 

First, the very unanimity of sentiment 
against the modern dance of the differ- 
ent churches is sufficient to condemn it 
with fair minded people. The Roman 
Catholic church has said some of the 
strongest things against it, while the 
Episcopalians are a close second. At the 
same time the Baptists, Prebyterians and 
Methodists have openly opposed it, and 
urged their people to leave it alone. Is 
it possible that all the churches have 
misread the scriptures on the dance, and 
are opposing a thing which is right in it- 
self, and in wistch there is no harm? 
And ig it at all probable that a few indi- 
viduals not any too plous, are right upon 
the dance? 

Surely not. Dancing is not wrong, be- 
cause the churches oppose it. The 
churches have no right to make that 
wrong which the scriptures declare is 
right. But here it is—because ‘modern 
dancing is so very questionable and hurt- 
ful, therefore the churches oppose it. 

Secondly, if dancing is not harmful, 
and if it be an innocent pastime, then it 
cannot ‘be improper for any one to at- 
tend these things and dance., But suppose 
the ministers of Atlanta should attend 
dances, and it should be printed in The 
Constitution some day that they were 
given to dancing, where would be their 
moral influence? Even with dancers 
themselves, a man of God would lose 
caste if he went to dances. And the 
dancers know this is true. And yet they 
strangely enough have made two stand- 
ards of right—one for themselves, and 
another for preachera and deeply pious 
people. 
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“Atlanta’s apartment houses,”  re- 
marked a well known Atlantan who has 
lived in the north ag well as in his home 
city, “constitute one of the most recent 
and important steps in the city’s modern 
progressiveness and up-to-date growth, 
and I am glad to see them. But if the 
builders of these labor saving homes are 
not careful, they are going to everdo 
the thing. 

‘The general run of apartments in At- 
lanta have started out with too high 
ideas with regard to price, it appears to 
me, and while there is just now a demand 
for all the first-class apartments that can 
be had, even at. the large figures charged, 
it will not always be so. The large in- 
terest on the money is a most attrac- 
tive feature, and the Indications are that 
it is going to be responsible for the build- 
ing of a good many more flats and apart- 
ments houses than have yet appeared on 
the map. All this is going to be a good 
thing for the people who have to pay 
rent It is true that Atlanta is adding 
to her population all the time, but the 
increase in population during the last 
year ltas scarcely kept pace with the 
construction of apartment ‘houses In ad- 
dition to the new homes that have been 
built ¢n various parts of the city for 
renting purposes. The result will be, if 
the present rate is kept up, that either 
apartments will become a drug on the 
market and will go down in price or there 
will be more houses for rent than has 
been the case in years. It 1s true that 
many people are moving from houses 
now to go into apartments and many 
more contemplate doing so this year. Tras 
many homes will be left vacant and when 
the supply becomes greater than the de- 
mand, the inevitable result will follow. 

“From what I have gathered in looking 
over’ the apartment house situation in 
Atlanta, it will cost about 50 to 60 per 
cent more to live in an apartment .n 
Atlanta than in a house... Suppose as a 
result of having steam heat. water and 
janitor service furnished, there is a sav- 
ing of from 15 to 30 per cent. This still 
leaves the cost of Hving In an apart- 
ment very much greater than that of lfv- 
ing ina house. I have seen apartments 
in northern cities better constructed and 
better arranged than any yet built tn 
Atlanta, and built on more valuable prop- 
erty which rent from 25 to 50 per cent 
lower than the Atlanta apartments. The 
difference is that people tn New York 
have to be satisfied with 5 or 6 per cent 
on their investment, often very much 
less, whereas down here they want from 
10 to 26 and more if there is any way 
to get it.’

Stinson Talks of Negro’s Chances. 


Editor Constitution: I have just re- 
turned from a four months’ trip in 
various parts of New York, Rhode Is- 
land, New Jersey and Pennsylvania, ecek- 
ing to make more effectual and substan- 
tial the industrial department of Morris 
Brown college, of this city. 

I have always had great confidence in 
the responsible, controling and conserva- 
tive white people of the south. Predi- 
cating my faith to an extent upon this, 
I fiave said for years the south was the 
Diace for the masses of my race. That 
time, Christian education, the right con- 
ception of honest toil and self respect 
would win for any people that which 
was essential to their purity and bet- 
terment. 
and sociological conditions of the people 
in these sections where I have gone, I 
confess that there are favorable co..dl- 
tions there that we do not have in the 
south. There are favorable conditions 
in ‘the south that do not exist in the 
north;' that the great mass of my race 
can no more grapple with these condi- 
tions in the north, for, at least, fifty 
years hence, than the moon can be com- 
pared with the sun. 

What can a 50 or 75-cent wage eagner 
upon the farms, cheap and unskilied la- 
borers of the south, do in the north and 
east with sharp competition in mills, 
factories, machine shops, mines and 
scores of other places where nothing 
but skilled labor must be had? In the 
south, the same class of people are in 
demand at fair wages, where the cli- 
mate, conditions, so far as health and 
cheap living, are {n their favor. Restless- 
ness, plighted faith should be the last 
conditions to enter the hearts of the 
youth of this ‘section. It is especially 
dangerous to. this great farming sec- 
tion, to the womanhood and youth of my 
race, who would become self-respecting 
and producers. It is to be acknowledged 
in the face of what many regard glar- 
ing {rregularities, that the better element 
of my people from an intelligent, charac- 
ter and property-owning point of view 
measure most favorably with any sec- 
tions of the north. It is gratifying also 
to note how scores of the very best 
and ablest white men here and yon- 
der jin the south join heartily with 
the respectable and right thinking lead- 
ers of my race in ameliorating the con- 
dition of the less fortunate. 

This is not noted more than when 
any project is being put forward for the 
betterment of almost any community 
of the south, that some white friend is 
willing to give his indorsement. These 
are helpful signs. There is not a school 
to be found in all tbe north and east 
with its congenial and plenteous climes 
where a school may be founded, directed, 
operated and managed Dy men and wom- 
en of our own race that equals Morris 
Brown college. 

I am more convinced than ever that 
industria] education is the demand of the 
hour for the masses of my people. 
First, it means that everybody feels 
that it is honorable to work. Secondly, 
every person seeks to earn an honest 
livelihood. Therefore, l0afers, tramps, 
beggars and especially malicious crim- 
inals are expelled from every communi- 
ty. Thirdly, M means happy and Chris- 
tian homes. Fourth, it does away with 
the idea to be educated is_ the only 
way to be a gentleman and a lady, It 
removes from the mind of the foolish 
that the educated, though poor, is di- 
vorced from work. 


Noting carefully the economic | 


mistic view concerning conditions in the 
south or elsewhere. I am not at all 
uneasy as to what will become of my 
people, if only the right advice is given 
them. The proper training, whether 
industrial or otherwise, is by no means 
dangerous, if properly imparted.- I can 
never believe that the men who. are re- 
sonsible for the business interests of 
the sOuth and who are seeking to make 
it what -Hon, Henry W. Grady called 
it, “the sunny south,’ are against the 
respectable,-decent, peaceful and honest 
laboring classes. 

Whoever makes any attempt at com- 
paring the two races or intimating that 
they wil] have any chance at the con- 
trol of the government, or that the 
masse@ would play any part at al] in 
politics or that to educate the negro 
means that he is to become the disturb- 
ing foe to the brainy, controling respon- 
sible class of the great white face 
can not be a friend or a good adviser 
for my people, but like to see the 
fun of throwing an infant in the clutches 
of an elephant and tell it to extricate 
itself. 

The gospel of honest. toil, decent 
homes, self fespect and contentment 
should be preached In this section from 
the pulpits, school rooms. and homes 
and thereby prevent paralyzing this great 
farming section that a ibe the hab- 
itat of my people fo at least, 50 
years, and prevent this quiet move of 
hundreds to the north. The responsible 
and self-respecting classes of both races 
should note this ere it is tO late. The 


‘ temptation, seeming freedom, cold weath- 


er and recklessness in many parts of 
the north is not good for the class that 
go. I tmm&t the best white people of 
the south will continue to see the wis- 
dom of being patient and helping us t9 
redeem those of our race who afe as 
mu¢eh trouble to us as they are to 
them.

LARGEST DIAMOND BEING CUT 


It Weighs About 1,000 Carats and Is 


Worth Nearly $25,000. 


(London Cable to the Philadelphia North 
American.) 

Five operations on his eyes within, the 
last three years have rendered the ré- 
tirement of Mr. Streeter, the veteran 
jeweler and expert in precious stones, 
imperative. In announcing this fact Mr. 
Streeter talked interestingly of his re- 
markable experiences. His establish- 
ment in Bond street is as wel] known 
as the bank, and sometimes nerly as 
valuaole. . . 

Beneath the shop is a capacious safe 
which often contains as much as five 
million dollars’ worth of valuables. It 
stands on a base of concrete to prevent 
tunneling ‘and is fitted with four steel 
doors, to disturb which means the ring- 
ing of alarm bells in all parts of the 
building. A guard of men sleep near it 
every night, and a powerful dog prowls 
reund its fren walls. 

Mr. Streeter has in his possession what 
he considers to be the finest diamond 
in the world. It®was once the property 
of the emperor Of Delhi, and is valued 
at $70,000. The largest diamond he has 
ever seen weighed about 1,000 carats, 
and is owned by a syndicate of dealers. 
Its value complete would be about 23 
million dollars, but it is now being cut 
up. 

The son of Henry Russell, who was 
originally Mr. Streeter’s partner, once 
owned: the whole of the site of the pres- 
ent Kimberley diamond mines. After 
working it at considerable profit Russell 
and his partsger sold the ground for $2,- 
500. It is now worth probably 1,600 
million dollars. A small shanty which 
the miners had erected was sold separ- 
ately for a few pounds. It was subsc- 
quently discovered that the mud with 
which fits walls were plastered was lit- 
erally full of diamonds in the rough. 

“I have probably,” said Mr. Streeter, 
“the finest collection of opals in the 
world. It is in the form of a necklace 
and pendant, the latter being a single 
stone one and one-Ralf inches by one 
inch, The most remarkable point with 
reference to this unique \collection is 
that it was cyt from one dlock of

The 
cause of the Pullman strikers was tak:n 
up by the American Railway U:ion. 
Members of the American Railway Un- 
icn refused to handle Pullman cars or 
trains bearing them. At that tims three- 
tuurihs of the railroad mileage of ihe 
colltiry was under contract to use Pull- 
man cars. 

“The same railroad companies which 
had contracted to use these Pullman cars 
upon their lines,” said Mr. Cleveland, 
‘had contracts with the United States 
government for the carriage of maliis, 
and were, of course, also largely engag- 
ed in interetate corfimerce. It need harda- 
ly be said that of necessity the trains 
on which the mails were carried, and 
which served the purpose of interstate 


commerce were, as a general rule, those’ 


to which the Pullman cars were also at- 
tached. 

“The officers of the railway union es- 
tabliehed headquarters in the city of 
Chicago; and from there gave directions 
for the maintenance and management of 
the strike. Reports soon came from va- 
rious quarters that the mails were com- 
pletely obstructed, trains were seized 
and destroyed and other violent disorders 
committed. Thereupon the attorney gen- 
eral irmmedietely sent a dispatch to the

“The desperate and far-reaching cNar- 
acter ef this disturbance was not in the 
least underestimated oy esmufive offi- 
cials at Washington,” Mr. Cleveland aaid, 
“and it must be borne in mind that, 
while menacing conditions were moving 
swiftly and accumulating at Chicago, 
like conditions inspired and supported 
from that central point existed in many 
other plates within the area of the 
strike’g contagion. 

“Of course, it was hoped by those 
charged with the responsibility of deal- 
ing with the situation that a direct as- 
sertion of authority by the marshal, or 
a resort to the restraining power of the 
courts, would prove sufficient for the 
emergency. Notwithstanding, however, 
an anxious desire to ayoid measures 
more radical, the fact had not been oveér- 
looked that a contingency might occur 
Which would compel a resort to mili- 
tary force. The key to dispatches to 
the federal officers at Chicago from the 
attorney general may be found in the 
self-defensive authority of our nation to 
directly overcome resistance to the ex- 
ercise of its legitimate and constitu- 
tional functions as related to the trans- 
portation ef mails, the operation of in- 
terstate commerce, and the preservation 
of the property of the United Sty tes, and 
in certain constitutional and “statutory 
provisions. It was the intention of the 
attorney genera] to suggest in these dis- 
patches that immediate and authorita- 
tive information should be given to the 
Washington authorities if a time should 
arrive when, under the sanction of gen- 
eral executive authority, or the consti- 
tutional provisions, a military force 
would be necessary at the scene of dis- 
turbance.

Decarie Incinerator Company,

An Additional] Appropriation Made 
to the Sanitary Department Per- 
mits the Immediate Con- 
struction of New In- 
cinerating Plant. 


The bid of the Decarfe Incinerator Com- 
pany, of*Minneapolis, Minn., for the con- 
struction of an incinerating plant in At- 
lanta with a guaranteed capacity of 200 
tons dally to be erected at a cost of 
$31,567.40 to the municipality, was ac- 
cepted by both the general council and 
the aldermanic board during the sessions 
of yesterday afternoon. The contract 
will at once be let and the plant will 
probably be in operation by the end of the 
next three months. The contract must 
be signed by the board of health. 

The finance committee, AKierman In- 
man, chairman, yesterday presented a 
resolution providing for the acceptance 
of the bid with the provision that the 
following payments be accepted: 

Nine thousand dollars when the incine- 
rating plant is accepted, $7,522.46 in 
90 days, $7,522.46 in 180 days and 
$5,722.48 in 270 days, with 6 per cent 
interest on deferred payments. 

In the game resolution the finance com- 
mittee made an additional appropriation 
of $7,522.40 to the board of health for 
the purpose of making the second pay- 
ment upon the incinerator. 

All of this was decided upon during the 
joint meeting of the finance committee 
and the board of health yesterday morn- 
ing. Captain R. M, Clayton, the chief 
engineer of the city, and Dr. C. F. Ben- 
Bon, president of the board of health, 
had returned from the north, where they 
went for:the purpese of inspecting gar- 
bage destructors. When called upon for 
a statement regarding the Decarie incin- 
erator during the session of.council yes- 
terday afternoon, Captain Clayton said: 

“The plant we visited was perfectly 
odorless. An elegant banquet could be 
eaten there, go far as interference from 
odors is concerned.”’ 

Councilman Terrell objected to the re- 
port.of the finance committee because of 
the fact that the plant is to be located in 
the first warg. Councilman Breiten- 
bucher believed it to be unfortunate that 
the plant would again be erected in the 
first ward, but thought the liccation the 
best obtainable. Councilman Amorous 
and Alderman Woodward spoke in favor 
of the report of the finance commit- 
tee, 

Other Matters Acted Upon. 

During the first part of the meeting of 
yesterday a communication from Mayor 
Howell called attention to a request from 
President R, F. Maddox, of the Atlanta 
chamber of commerce, that steps be 
taken to secure the 1905 convention of 
the National Association of Manufac- 
turers for Atlanta. J. Wylic Pope urged 
council te act favorable. 

A resolution by Councilman Holland, 
r extending the invitation, providing for a 
committee of three from the general 
councl] to attend the 1904 Pittsburg con- 
vention and appropriating $200 for their 
expense, was adopted by council. Mayor

‘T hope I have been thus far success- 
ful in my effort to satisfactorily exhibit 
the extensive reach and perilous ten- 
dency of the convulsion under consider- 
ation, the careful] promptness which char- 
acterized the interference of the govern- 
ment, the constant desire of the national] 
administration to avoid extreme meas- 
ures, the careful limitations of its inter- 
ference to purposes which clearly seemed 
to be within its constitutional compe- 
tency and duty, and the gratifying and 
important results of its conservative but 
stern activity.” 

Then followed a most interesting part 
of the address, the reading of the cor- 
respondence which passed between Pres- 
ident Cleveland and Governor John P. 
Altgeid, of Illinois. Of him, Mr, Cleve- 
land said: 

‘This official not only refused to re- 
gard the riotous disturbances within the 
borders of his state as a sufficient cause 
for an application to the federal goy- 
ernment for its protection ‘against do- 
mestic violence’ under the mandate of the 
constitution, but actually = protested 
against the presence of federal troops 
gent into the state upon the general 
government’s initiative and for the pur- 
pose of defending itself in the clearly de- 
fined exercise of its legitimate func- 
tions.’’ 

‘The discussion following was illuminat- 
ing of the whole question of state’s rights 
and federal supremacy, concluding with 
this diepatch from ‘Mr. Cleveland: —

have neither transcended my authority 
nor duty in the emergency that con- 
fronts us, it seems to me that in this 
hour of danger and public distress, dis- 
cussion may well give way to active ef- 
forts on the part of all in authority t?

“This,” said Mr. Cleveland, “closed a 
discussion which in fts net result demon- 
strated how far one’s disposition and in- 
Clination will lead him agtfay in the 
fielq of argument.”’ 

In closing Mr. Cleveland concluded with 
a brief reference to the legal proceed- 
ings which grew out ef this disturbance, 
‘and finally led to the adjudication by 
the highest court in our land, establish- 
ing in an absolutely authoritative man- 
ner and for all time the power of the 
national government to protect itself in 
the exercise of its functions.” 

In sustaining the action of the Thnited 
States circuit court, which ordered the 
imprisonment of Debs ang his associate 
Officers of the American Railway union 
for disobeying its injunctions, Mr. Cleve- 
land said: 

“The supreme court of the United States 
has written the concluding words of this 
history, tragical in many of its details, 
and in every page provoking sober reflee- 
tion. Nevertheless, even those most 
nearly related by executive responsibil- 
ity to the troublous days whose story is 
told may at this time congratulate them- 
Selves that they have had to do with 
marking out the way and clearing the 
path, now unchangeably established, that 
6hall hereafter guide our nation safely 
and surely in the exercise of all ths 
functions belonging to it, which represent 
the people’s trust.’’

That in the construction or 
repair Of any public work, such as 
street or sidewalk paving, sewers, build- 
ings, and every kind of work done by 
the city or any of its departments, 
either originally or by way of repair,’ 
when done under contract, oral or writ- 
ten, shall have as a part or provision 
of such contract that the hours of labor 
thereon shall be limited to be performed 
within nine consecutive hours, and no 
more than eight said hours of labor 
shal) be performed within twenty-four 
consecutive hours. 

“Section 2. That, if the provisions 
of section |, of this ordinance, are not 
incorporated in the written contract 
aforesaid, or agreed to in the oral con- 
tract aforesaid, same shal] neveriheless 
be understO°og and incorporated therein 
by virtue of this ordinance 

Section 3: That any officer or em- 
Ployee of the city who makes a contract 
fop any work covered by section I, 
of this ordinance, without having an 
agreement about the hours of labor in- 
corporated wherein, as herein provided, 
shall be guilty of a breach of duty and 
subject to be removed from his office, 
or discharged from his employment on 
account thereof. 

“Section 4. That any contractor, as 
above described, who violates the pro- 
visions of section |, of this ordinance, 
shall be held to have violated a condition 
of his cOntract precedent to recovery, 
and no funds shal] be paid to him for 
any work during the time the provisions 
of this ordinance were violated, and the 
city, or, in case a department made the 
contract, the said department may cancel 
the said contract on account of the 
violation of the provisions of this ordi- 
mance.

_IN.B.AND L. CASES 


W. A, Wimbish Files An- 
swer in United States 
Court. 


W._A. Wimbish, defendant in the At- 
lanta National Building and Loan and the 
Southern Home Building and Loan guits, 
filed, some time ago, in the United States 
court, made answer yesterday to the 
charges in both cases, 

In his answer he states that he was the 
attorney for the Atlanta National Build- 
ing and Loan Association, and also for 
the Southern Building and Loan Associa- 
tion, but that he resigned his position as 
such attorney and was appointed attor- 
ney for the receivers in both cases. 

He says he was fot present at the 


organization of the National Finance 
Company. 

“I do not own and have never owned 
stock ijn the National Finance Company. 
Some time subsequent to the sale in the 
latter part of August, 1902. T acquired 
from Bird M. Robinson an equal interest 
in the net profits that might be derived 
from the assets.”’ : 

Mr. Wimbish denies in his answer that 

there was an agreement that he should 
control the litigation, nor did he control 
it except such as was afterwards put in 
his charge as the receéiver’s counsel. He 
denies that there was an agreement by 
which hda@ should be appointed counsel 
for the receiver or that he should name 
the receiver or that he did name the re- 
ceiver. 
, ‘Messrs. EMis and Ellis,” says Mr. 
Wirmbish, ‘‘did not recommend to the 
court persons designated by the defend- 
ant nor did they consent to vesting the 
control of the litigation in the defendant 
nor is it true that such a thing was 
done.”’ 

In regard to the acquisition of a 
half interest in the assets of the tyo 
companies Mr. Wimbish states that a 
deal was made between Mr. Robinson 
and himself by which both men profited. 

He gives this explanation of the trade. 
The defendant says that he was interest- 
ed in the establishment of a trust com- 
pany in the south for the purpose of 
purchasing an interest in certain railroad 
property. He had discussed this question 
with Mr. Robinson and interested him 
in it. On the other hand Mr. Robinson 


Atlanta end of the deal and wished him 
to undertake an actual administration 
of the assets in Atlanta in order that 
he might be relieved of the bgrden and 
be able to spend his time and devote his 
attention to his railroad interests gnd 
other properties, It was agreed that Mr. 
} Wimbish should have one half interest in 
the net returns from the Atlanta assets 
in return for his services in attending 
to these assets, and also that he should 
receive a certain salary as compensation 
to his firm for the time devoted to these 
other interests. On the other hand Mr. 
Robinson was to devote his tiie to fi- 
nancing and promoting the railroad prop. 
osition which Mr. Wimbish propaged, and 
such like propositions as he should de- 
velop and bring to the attention of Mr. 
Robinson. , 

In regard to the money received from 
the assets Mr, Wimbish makes the 
following statement: 

“It is true that funds were collected 
from the assets of the said association 
sufficient to pay the dividends to the 
shareholders and the expenses of the re- 
ceivership, but the same was not with- 
in a short time after the decree was 
signed by the court, but was we 
about because as to the expenses of tHe 
receivership agreemenis were made with 
the parties having claims against the 
Finance company for such expenses un- 
der said decree that they would wait 
mntil the same could be collected from 
the assets of the said Finance company,

Constitution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga. May 2.—(Special.)—Before 
Judge Felton, of the Bibb superior court, 
in chambers this evening at 6 o’clock, At- 
torney John R. Cooper sprung a sensa- 
tion in presenting a petition for a rule to 
compel’ the solicitor general to show 
cause why a convict now doing time 
should not be brought back from. the pen- 
itentlary and given a new trial if not 
absolutely released from the sentence he 
is now serving. The convict is Thomas 
Franks, the negro who made an: assault 
upon Dr. Eugene Elder, physician and 
surgeon in charge at the city hospitai 
some months ago, 

In arguing the case Attorney Cooper 
declared that Franks was sent to the 
penitentiary without due process of law, 
in violation of the fourteenth amend- 
ment to the constitution of the United 


tates. Attorney Cooper alleged that 


i it does not appear on the face of the rec- 


ords or upon the minutes of the court 
that either Franks or his counsel was 
present when the verdict was rendered. 
Neither do the records, according to 
Attorney Cooper’s declaration, or the 
minutes show that the defendant or. his 
counsel was asked by the court if either 
had aught to say why sentence should 


' not be passed and imposed. 


Attorney: Cooper also asserted that the 
records or minutes do not set out that 
either the defendant or his attorney was 
present in the court room when the ver- 
dict was received. 

Attorney Cooper stated that though it 
might b@® conceded that both Franks and 
his counsel were present at these times 
and that the court asked if there was 
any reason why sentence should not be 
imposed, the law declares that the 
records of the case and the minutes of 


' the court should show these facts plainly, 


if such showing is not made the 
prisoner is not tried and convicted ac- 
cording to due process. 

Judge Felton will announce his de- 
cision in the matter tomorrow morning.

KENTUCKY DERB 


Most Ho'ly Contested Derby 
in Many Years 


Louisville, Ky., May 2.—After a winter 
of racing, Elwood, C. H. Durnell'’s bay 
colt, son of Free Knight, came acfoss 
the continent and today took the most 
hotly contested Kentucky derby since the 
famous duel between Proctor Knott and 
Spokane. The winner was the longest 
priced horse in the race and as usual 
Tennessee and the Blue Grasg. went 
unanimously broke. Ed Tierney was sec- 
ond and Brancag third. Time, 2:08 !-2. 
The track was about two seconds slow. 

The thirtieth running of the Kentucky 
derby, the est event of its kind on 
the American turf, marked the opening 
day of the spring meeting of the New 
Louisville Jockey Club. A crowd of eigh- 
teen thousand people saw the event. The 
conditions of the race call for entries of 
foals of !901, three-year-olds, distance 
one mile and a quarter, value to the 
winner $5,000. 

Proceeds was favorite at post odds of 
even money, Brancas was second choice 
at 2 to |, Ed Tierney was quoted at 4 
to 1, and Prince Silver Wings and El- 
wood at 6 and 10 to |, respectively, while 
in some books as good as 15 to | could 
be gotten on Elwood. f 

The field of five was sent away almost 
immediately to a beautiful start. Passing 
the grand stand for the first time Pro- 
ceeds took the lead and began to cut 
out the pace with Prince Silver Wings, 
the choice of the blue grass breeders, 
second, and crowding him. Brancas was 
third with Ed Tierney and Elwood close 
up. This order was maintained until 
the half mile was reached, where Pro- 
ceeds had increased his lead to nearly 
three lengths. Almost immediately the 
favorite began to drop back and Prince 
Silver Wings moved along to the front, 
hitting a terrific pace.

System Locked: Out 


Management of Road. Decided on 
Lockout to Anticipate a Strike. 
About Ten Thousand Men Af- 
fected — Strikes Reported 
from Several Places. 


Topeka, Kan., May 2.—When the 2,000 
Santa Fe machinists and workmen gath- 
ered at the big railway shops in this 
city today to go to work they found the 
gates locked. The entire plot of ground 
of twenty-five acres is surrounded by a 
high oak board fence with few gates. 
These gates were locked and the men 
were told by armed guards that ‘are 
was nothing doing,” — 

The Santa Fe officials assert that they 
were simply anticipating a strike that 
would have come today. They said in- 
formation had come to them that the 
men held Secret meetings Saturday night 
and Sunday and decided upon a atrike 
at 9 o’clock Monday morning. There was 


the men returning quietly to their homes. 

At the genera) offices of the railway 
here it was stated that the order to 
close down was given to every shop town 
on the Santa Fe system from Chicago to 
Albuquerque. It is estimated that near- 
ly ten thousand men are affected, 

On March 23 the International Asso- 
ciation of Machin{fsts submitted a list of 
twenty rules which they desired the San- 
ta Fe to contract to observe in the man- 
agement of its machine shops. The offi- 
cials asserted that this would be a rec- 
ognition of the union and would practi- 
cally unionize shops and take them out 
of the control of the company. It re- 
jected the demands for a contract. The 
Santa Fe has sent four hundred nonunion 
machinists to the coast lines, and Say 
they have filled all vacancies, and have 
no further need of men on that part -of 
the system. In spite of the protests Of 
the strike leaders, it is asserted that an 
attempt was made Sunday to disable two 
Santa Fe engines at Arkansas City. 

Bakers Out in Boston. 

Boston, May 2.—The principal difficulty 
to occur On May day in New England 
was the strike of more than 1,500 bakers 
in this city and nearby places, {ncluding 
Cambridge, Lynn, Salem, Brockton, Ab- 
ingdon, Rockland, Stoughton, Northeas- 
ton, Weymouth, South Weymouth and 
Bridgewater. The strike was caused by 
the refusal of the master bakers to sign 
a new schedule calling for a sixty-hour 
week and $16 weekly for second hands 
and $18 for foremen. The larger hotels 
and restaurants are not affected by. the 
strike. Among other troubles are those 
caused by the demands of 400 carpenters 
in Springfield and Chicopee for @n in- 
crease of 50 cents a day. There were 
minor strikes in the building trades in 
other places, but in New England as a 
whole the number of men in voluntary 
idleness is smallér this year than usual. 

Three Strikes in Chicago. 

Chicago, May 2.—Three strikes and one 
lock out. became effective here today and 
iri consequence 8,200 wage earners are 
idle. Picture frame makers employed in 
Six factories, to the number of _ 1,700, 
struck, and 400 boot and shoe makers; 
employees of ten manufacturers were 
locked out. One hundred teamsters of 
the Artesian Lime Company refused to 
work because denied an advance of 50 
cents per week. One baking concern was 
tied up by a strike of 400 men, the firms 
refusing to grant ‘closed shop.” §&till 
another strike is in prospect, members 
of the machinists unlon employed in 500 
shops throughout the city having voted 
to demand an increase of 2 to 5 cents an 
hour. 
Five Thousand Out in Philadelphia. 
Philadelphia, Pa., May 2.—About five 
thousand wérkmen employed !n the build- 
ing trades were rendered idle today as 
the result of strikes ordered by loca] un- 
ions. The branches affected are the ele- 
vator constructors, cement finishers, 
Stone cutters, tile layers and helpers, 
metallic lathers and granite cutters. All 
of the strikes were caused by the refus- 
al of the employers to grant certain in- 
creases in wages. The differences in 
most cases will probably be adjusted by 
tomorrow.

Venerable Fx-Postmaster Genera

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under an indictment charging them with 
conspiracy to defraud the government in 
connection with their alleged failure to 
prosecute certain iiwestment companies 
operating in violation of law. For several 
yearse Tyner, who was postmaster gen- 
era] in Grant’s cabiret, held Ahe office of 
assistant attorney general for the post- 
office department, while Barrett, who is 
his nephew, servéd n the same office as 
law clerk. 

The work of securing a jury had begun 
when the discovery was made that 
neither defendants had been arraigned. 
Mr. Barrett was in court, but the ven- 
erable former postmaster general, now in 
his seventy-sixth year, was not present, 
his counsel, having waived all formalities 
until the jury had been completed in or- 
der to save his strength. Owing to the 
feeble health of General Tyner it was an- 
nounced that it would take several hours 
to get him into court, Justice Pritchard 
thereupon directed a recess. 

When court met for the afternoon ses- 
sion General Tyner was brought in in an 
invalid: chair. He. Was accompanied by 
his wife, an attendant and his physician, 
the latter’s presence being deemed neces- 
sary because of the fear that the aged 
defendant might collaps under the strain, 

Counsel for the defense waived the read- 
ing of the indictment and the two men 
pleaded not guilty. The work of complet- 
ing the jury then was resumed. With 
three challenges left to each side, the 
Panel was exhausted and court adjourned 
until tomorrow. 

Justice Pritchard, after camferring with 
counsel, announced that owing to the jn- 
firm condition of General Tyner, he would 
not be further required to attend court 
mo that the trial would proceed without

Sprung On The North- 
ern Methodists. 


Los Angeles, Cal., May 2.—As the day 
for the assembling of the delegates to 
the thirty-first general conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal church approaches 
general interest in this gathering of 
representative churchmen fram al] parts 
of the civilized world becomes greater, 
and when Bishop Steven Merrill calls to 
order the first session at 9 o’clock next 
Wednesday morning 748 out of a total 
of 750 accredited delegates will be ir 
thelr seats ready to proceed with the 
legislative tasks confronting them. 

The delegates will, during the daily 
sessions, lasting throughout the month of 
May, be called upon to solve the many 
problems of importapece to the growth and 
future weltare of tl Methodist Episcopal 
church. 

Among the most important subjects are 
the following: 

What can the church do on the liquor 
question? 

What action can the church take to 
solve the race question? 

Shall worldly pleasure, such as dancing, 
theater-going and card playing, be con- 
doned by the church? 

With which combatant in the war in the 
Orient are our sympathies? 

What can be doné by the church to pre- 
vent in the good name of the country the 
crime of lynching? 

Shall the itineraries of Methodist min- 
isters be restored? 

How many Wishops shall be elected and 
how many be retired? 

For the first time in many years in the 
Methodist general conference women 
delegates will have seats in the confer- 
ence and a voice in the direction of the 
church affairs. 

The election of bishops, which 
will take place about May '!6, is one of 
the chief.duties of the present conference. 


There are three vacancies at this time and 


it is probable that several of the older 
bishops who have reached the age which 
incapacitates them for duty will be re- 
tired. 

The colored delegates, of which there 
are seventy-five or more, will make a 
strong effort to have done of their race 
elected bishop. The subject of foreign 
missions will form a topic of earnest and 
interesting discussion. With the view of 
bringing the subject prominently before 
the conference the missionary elements 
have arranged one of the most conserva- 
tive and instructive exhibits ever shown 
at a church gathering. 

A feature of the exhibit is a map of the 
world, the largest ever printed, designed 
with the special purpose of emphasizing 
the work of the missionaries and showing 
at a glance those parts of the world yet 
unconverted by Christianity.

United States, “who had had the man- 
hood and courage to stand up and do his 
duty at all times to men of every color 
and creed ‘in spite of bitter criticism,” 

“If consistent with Thy will, O God, 
when his term of office expires,” con- 
tinued the speaker, “‘send him back to the 
white house to serve another four years.”’ 

The utterance of this sentiment was the 
occasion of deafening shouts by the as- 
sembled delegates. 

Delegates from Africa were a center of 
interest at the conference. These dele- 
gates, fourteen in number, are from the 
Transvaal, South Africa, and west coast 
of Africa. With two exceptions they are 
natives of the sections of Africa which 
they represent in the conference. A for- 
mal programme, including a march of 
the bishops and delegates, preceded the 
organization of the conference. 

Bishop Henry M. Turner, of Atlanta, 
Ga., then called Dr. T. H. Reynolds, the 
secretary of the conference, to the plat- 
form and the conference was declared or- 
ganized. Bishop Salter delivered the 
quadriennial sermon.

No intimation is given as 
to Grigsby’s successor. More than a 
year ago Attorney General Knox recom- 
mended to the president that Grigsby 
be dismisSed for disobedience of the or- 
dera of the department in leaving his 
post without permission. Subsequently 
charges were preferred against him in 
which it was alleged that he received 
610,000 from the Pioneer Mining com- 
pany of Nome, the allegation stating that 
the sum was to secure for the Pioneer 
Mining Company immunity from United 
States prosecution. Grigsby admitted 
the receipt of the money, Dut said it was 
an atteorney’s fee.

OTHER FACTORS BEARISH 


The Closing Tone of the Market Was 
Easy and Prices Were Generally 
Néar the Lowest Points 
of the Day. 


New York, May 2.—Rather a larger 
volume of business was transacted on 
the stock exchange today than the aver- 
age done last week and fluctuations were 
rather wider. The specific causes of the 
heaviness of the market were not easy 
to discern, but the desire to see the oper- 
ation of the Panama canal payment ter- 
minated hag an influence in keeping sen- 
timent unsettled. It is felt that the un- 
certain outcome of the various factors 
may accrue in no small part for the hult 
in the stock market. Today’s market 
missed the sustaining effect of the re- 
cent advancing tendency * in London, 
where the exchange -was closed for a 
holiday, while the more indirect effect 
of the Paris market was depressing, Ow- 
ing to the Russian reverse on the Yalu 
river. The weekly returns showed no 
decisive improvement in the. railroad 
traffic situation and the net earnings 
for March reported continued the poor 
comparison with last year. The lockout 
of the Atchison machinists was an ad- 
vérse factor, althoughthat stock held 
better than some oaber Pacifics. Ex- 
pressed opinions by trade authorities 
ihat urgent Européan demand for Copper 
Was probably satisfied seemed to prompt 
the sélling of Amalgamated Copper.
